TRAIL LEADS TO AUTHOR, 


Dr. William Carsen Shaw Called Too 
Liberal Minded.

An insidious attack directed at the Rev. 
William Carson Shaw, rector of St. Peter's 
church, at Belmont and Evanston avenues, 
and taking the form of anonymous letters and 
“blind” telephone calla, has aroused lead- 
ing members of the congregation to start 
an investigation to ascertain the identity of 
the author. 

The charges 3 the rector that he is 
too liberal in his views—are said to be with- 
out foundation. This on the authority of 
responsible men in the church. The stories 
have been circulated ‘so assidueusty, how. 
ever, that it has been considered inadvisable 


longer te ignore them. 


Charges Taken to 

They have been made not only to most of 
the leading members of the church bat to 
Bishep Charies P. Anderson and to other 
Episcopatian church dignitaries not con- 
nected directly with St. Peters’. The stories 
have been carried even to the Chicago news- 
papers. 

Tun Taisune hag received one of these 
anonymous letters and several of the tele- 
phone calls They were all of the same tenor. 
They alleged nothing either venal or criminal 
on the part of the clergyman, but were to 
the effect that his habits were more fitted to 
the business and social life than to the eloth. 

The inquiry begun by the members of the 
church ia believed to have traced the stream 
of anonymous attacks close to its source. 
Within a day or two, it is expected, the per- 
son whe is responsible for them will be in- 
vited to came into the enen or quit the church. 

Information was given to THe TRIBUNE 
last night by a man whose reliability is un- 
impeachable that the letters have been 
traced back pretty definitely to a member of 
the Rev. Mr. Shaw's church. The informant 
expressed the belief the man ia suffering 
from a hallucination. 


Sends Typewritten Letter, 
The written communication sept to Tus 
TRIBUNE was prepared ona typewriter. It 
was on white paper, on which was water- 
marked the word “ Pacific.” The typewriter 
used apparently was a Remington No;¢.

President of Peter Schoenhofen Com- 
pany ‘Succumbs to Attack of Pneu- 
monia After Illness of One Week. 


Joseph Theurer, president.of the Peter 
Schoenhofen Brewing company, died yester- 
day at his residence, 414 Diversey parkway 
He had been ill a week with pneumonia. 

Mr. Theurer was identified with the brew- 
ing industry in this city, in one capacity or 
another. since 1869. when he came here from 
Philadelphia. his birthplace.

Mr. Cannon is truthful but not wholly 
virtuous in his comment that in 1908 “ we” 
—Cannon, Penrose, etc.—endeavored to re- 
vise the ratio of representation in the Re- 
publican party organization and that gen- 
tlemen now. grasping at that chance as at a 
life preserver were indifferent or hostile.

Did it ever occur to the gentlemen who 
are puzzling their brains on this subject that 
in the original adjustment of the street car 
transportation problem a great injustice was 
inflicted on the populdtion residing in the 
suburbs? Ninety per cent of the people living 
in the suburbs served by the surface lines 
go to and from Chicago daily in their busi- 
ness or employment. Why are these people 
not as much entitled to a through route and a 
5 cent fare as people in the city limita, whe 
are jn many instances farther from the 
downtown district? The suburbsare not only 
compelled to pay the additional fare, but to 
stand for the worst service ever given in a 
civilized community. The cars have been of 
the most ancient type, filthy, badly lighted, 
and apparently run without any desire to 
accommodate the patrons.

Served in Civil War. 

Mr. Peck was born in Steuben county, 
N. T., but he grew up in Wisconsin. He 
had entered Milton college in that state when 
Abraham Lincoln called for troops, and he 
responded, rising from private to captain in 
the Fiest Wisconsin heavy artillery and the 
Thirty-tirst Wisconsin infantry. 

One of his intimate friends in hater years 
was “ Private” John Allen of Tupelo, Miss., 
who fought in the Confederate army and 
served in congress. On one 6 casion Mr. 
Peck and the Private ” met in ‘Weehingten 
and feigned ignorance of each other when 
introduced. As Mr. Peck left the party 
Congressman Alien called out: 

“Now that I see your back, Mr, Peck, 1 
seem to remember seeing you about thirty 
years ago.” 

On his return from the war Mr. Peck 
studied law, was admitted to the bar in Wis- 
consin, and served as clerk of the Circuit 
court in Milton, the only politica) office he 
ever hae held, with one exception. He went 
to Kansas and practiced et Independence and 
Topela and was appointed United States - 
trict attorney by Presiient Grant and re 
appointed by President Hayes. In 1800 he 
came to Chicago us general solicitor of the 
Santa Fé system. He had, however, been 
given that post in 1881. In 1685 he wae 
made genera] counsel of the Milwaukee lines 
which he relinquished in 1911. 


Once Rejected a Senatorshfp. 

Mr. Peck is one of the few men who have 
rejected 4 United States senatorship. He 
declined an appointment in 1602 to fill the 
unexpired term of the late Senator Plumb ef 
Kansas. 

In the days of Populism in the Sunflower 
state Mr. Peck was in Topeka, @ bulwark for 
the forces of conservatism. During the leg- 
talative deadlock in Gov. Llewellyn's admin- 
istration Kansas approached a condition of 
open warfare. One night, with state troops 
in the streets and the legislative halls in a 
state of siege, Peck got Liewellyn into a cab 
and they took a long ride together, Peck 
pointed out the dangers of the situation with 
such patriotic earnestness that Liewellyn 
was won to a more moderate view and the 
crisis peewed. Kaneans credit Peck with 
saving the commonwealth from bloodshed.

DI FARE LA PASTELLA, or Way of 
Making the Pastella (Giaquinto).—“ Put into a 
bowl that quantity of flour which is approxi- ‘ 
mately enough for the things you ought to fry, 
and, using a little whip, dissolve the flour either 
with common white wine, but dry. or tepid 
Water, or with milk. I prefer the ‘wine. This 
liquid is, not mixed in a little glass, but the 
quantity which is needed is turned in all at 
once, because it does not form thus a hard paste 
dificult to be dissolved and more difficult yet 
to use, since it will not be elastic enough to 
cover completely that which is to be fried, and 
the outside so made will be unequal. There is 
need, then, of dissolving the flour as quickly as 
possible and working it necessarily but little in 
order that the pastella not be stringy. After the 
flour has been diluted add a pinch of salt, one 
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, Cut in thin slices, dipped in flour and 
then in white of egg. Calf’s head is considered 
best for this mixture. 

The most interesting bit of economy connect- 
ed with this fry is to use in it the superfiuous 
flowers of the pumpkin.vine. As every one 
knows, these often set on too thick and have to 
be thinned, so here is a use for those removed.

Recipe for Hulled 

I am glad to be of help and send the recipe 
for hulled corn. It appeared in your Corner a 
good while ago, having been sent in by a cor- 
respondent. Her directions were as follows: 
Wood ash lye formerly was used to remove 
the corn hulls, but saleratus will be found to 
be far more convenient and wholesome. Fol- 
lowing this recipe, a farmer during the idle 
winter months disposed of all he could possi- 
bly make and deliver to nearby towns. It was 
made in a large iron cauldron over a hot blast 
laundry stove. The secret of having it delli- 
cious is long, gentle boiling after the hulls are 
removed. Southerners call this “hominy,” 
while New Englanders call it “hulled corn.” 
To each quart of white field corn allow two 
tablespoons of baking soda, Put the corn to 
soak over night in warm. water and in the
